HOPE FOR GLADES 


The statement of Congress- 
man J. Mark Wilcox that the 
study of the Everglades being 
made by the federal soil conser- 
vation commission especially 
appdlated for the work is the 
greatest undertaking for the sec- 
tion in-a generation, has been 
aceepted by_all interested in the 
development of the mucklands 
literally and with abundant 
hope. 

The survey has been made by 
government scientists. From it 
will be evolved a. comprehensive 
and co-ordinated plan to include, 
as Congressman Wilcox puts it, 
the Everglades from Lake Okec- 
chobee to the tip of the penin- 
sula., The findings of the com- 
mission will be reported to the 
department of agriculture and 
from it will be evolved the pro- 
gram to be presented to congress 
for enactment. The whole proj- 
ect is sald to have the sympa- 
thetic understanding of Secre- 
tary Wallace.
